Sugar! Canada produced i765 mil- 
lion pounds of sugar last year. We 
consumed 1018 million pounds, a 
spread of 843 million pounds between 
what we produced and what we rte. 
In short we only grew 17 percent of 
our consumption. 

Tea, coffee, cocoa! We do not grow 
one single pound ~ of any of these 
things in Canada. We import every 
ounce we consume from some other 
country. jWe do not grow oranges, 
lemons; “grapefruit. or bananas in 
Canada, If people in warm climates 
refused to share these things with us 
where would we be? 


We grow no rice, raisins, currants, 
cinnamon, cloves, pepper, ginger, 
allspice or nutmeg. {They are all im- 
ported, some of them come thousands 
of miles before taking their humble 
place in our cupboards, 

We grow very few nuts in Canada 
—not enough to take care of a frav- 
tion of our demand. Not even enough 
for Santa Claus to hand out at Christ- 
mas time. 

We grow neither dates, figs nor 
winter grapes, and many other itens 
We are so used to having oh our 
tables that we ferget their long 
journeyg kefore they come to us— 
via the grocery store, 

Meat! [We do raise meat. Thous- 
ands of tons of it. On the great wide 
spaces of the prairies cattle rustle on 
a hundred hills while eastern Canada 
also produces beef. Our hog pro- 
duction is great we raise thousands of 
sheep for slaughter to say nothing of 
turkey chickens, ducks and geese for 
market, Our fisheries are among the 
finest in the world. 

Sharing ovr bread is as old as 
time, Sharing our meat is as new as 
tomorrow—but they both answer the 
same human need—bunger.

Food habits are formed very early 
in life and whether these habits are 
good or bad depends almost entirely 
upon the mother. Teaching a child {to 
eat new foods takes skilful handling, 
and here are a few tips on how to 
to do it. Keep strong-flavored foods, 
aweets and gravies away from a child 
until be has acquired a taste for the 
“must” foods—milk, eggs, fruits and 
vegetables, Introduce mew foods in 
extremely small amounts, even less 
than half a teaspoon at a time, Fruit 
juice may be introduced in drops or 
by half-teaspocnful, imcreasing the 
emount gradually. When a new food 
is given to a child something he has 
already learned to like may be served 
also, Just at first the new food may 
be mixed with a familiar one but this 
practice should not be continued, Be 
sure food is palatable, free from fibre 
and easily digestible.

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Australian n Anniversary 


THE PEOPLE OF AUSTRALIA ALIA. re0witly observed the 158th anni- 
versary of the entry of their country into the orbit of the British Crown. 
This anniversary is called ‘Australia Day” and it was celebrated this year 
for the first time since the end of the war. From Canada, and many other 
parts of the Empire, messages were sent, expressing the hope that Aus- 
tralia would enjoy increased progress and prosperity in the future, and 
paying tribute to her war effort. After the opening of the campaign in 
the Pacific, Australia was in direct danger of air attack or possible invasion 
by the Japanege, and her forces played a major role in many of the 
decisive victories in that area, as well as in other theatres of war, It is 
agreed that the Australian campaigns in New Guinea brought about the 
turning point in the war against Japan, and that Australian ground and 
air forces at Papua inflicted the first decisive land defeat suffered by the 


Japanese.

From a population of 7,300,000 people, Australia 
Large Numbers had a fighting force of one million men. Two out 
* of every three Australian men between the ages 
In Services of eighteen and forty, served in the army, navy 
or air force. Civilian defense’ workers numbered 300,000 and there were 
666,000 women in the auxiliary fighting services. Casualties totalled 95,561, 
of which 59,203 occurred in the fighting against Japan, and 36,358 in the 
war with Germany. Seventeen Victoria Crosses were awarded to members 
of the Australian armed forces. Other figures show that Australia spent 
the sum of $7,599,600,000 in the prosecution of the war, and that twenty-one 
ships of the Royal Australian Navy were lost. Australian forces contributed 
much to the spectacular campaigns in Africa and the Middle East, before 
the opening of the war in the Pacific, and all branches of their service 
received commendation from the Allied nations.

Community Action Necessary To 
Eliminate The Pest 


Extensive experiments have been 
undertaken by the Experimental Sta- 
tion, Swift Current, Sask., to learn 
more of the factors influencing saw- 
fly infestation in wheat crops. In 
heavily infested sawfly areas it was 
proved conclusively that community 
action’ rather than individual effort 
was necessary to eliminate the pest. 
Time of seeding experiments for 17 
years at the Station determined the 
policy in relation to farm planning. 
The results show that oats should 
be seeded first, barley second, ‘flax 
third, and wheat last. This sequence 
of seeding has given the best results | 
and its application minimizes the} 
sawfly damage. The returns from! 
oats and barley have been just as 
profitable as from wheat. There- 
fore, as oats and barley are resist- 
ant to sawfly, they were recom- 
mended in place of wheat for the 
1945 crop. Widespread adoption of 
these results has been accepted by 
farmers in the brown soil area,

Lt.-Col. Graham Rowley, MBB, of 
Ottawa is the kind of man you meet 
once in a lifetime-—if you're lucky. 

The slight, 33-year-old Arctic ad- 
venturer, who spent pre-war years 
in Baffin Island and the north Hud- 


| son Bay area, lived, ate and slept with 


the Eskimos for two years. 
He left with the impression that 
the Eskimos are the “kindliest, most 


courteous” people he has ever met. 


“The Eskimo is also extremely in- 
telligent,” he said. ~‘He has to be, 
or he wouldn't be able to survive.” 

With the Eskimos Col. Rowley 


| learned to subsist on a straight meat 


| diet—preferably walrus, but deer and 
seal are good too. Fifty per cent, of 
the meat is eaten raw, the rest 
beiled. 

And you don't chew—you swallow. 

“You just bite off a chunk and 
let it sail down,” says the Manches- 
ter, England, native who “blunderéd” 
into exploring after receiving a de- 
gree in archaeology from Cambridge 
University.
